Three  straight  close  opening  losses,  followed  by  a  school  record  of  seven  consecu- 
tive victories  including  four  shut-outs,  a  memorable  21-20  win  over  undefeated 
Division  1  power  Fitchburg,  all  climaxed  by  an  undisputed  D.C.L.  title  highlighted 
the  Buccaneer  Varsity  Football  effort  this  season.  Senior  co-Captains  Ray  Beyrand 
and  Joe  Sickles  spearheaded  the  great  season  as  Beyrand  keyed  a  tough  defense 
and  Sickles  made  all- league,  gaining  713  yards  and  intercepting  three  passes  in  the 
process.  Junior  back  Mike  Genetti  also  was  an  all-league  star,  gaining  701  yards, 
leading  the  team  in  pass  receptions  (14  for  356  yards),  intercepting  four  passes 
and  scoring  ten  touchdowns.
